with the purchasing of property, or 
in building the parks, and beautify- 
ing the city. 
'The dedication of Oak Creek 


park marks a new era in the de- 
velopment of Lincoln's citizenship," 
Mr. Weil declared. "It marks an- 
other milestone in the building a 
bigger and 
better 
people. Only 


through the parks .and a compre- 
hensive recreation program .is it pos- 
sible for children to get into the 
great out of doors and develop into 
worthwhile adults and citizens who 
will be inspired with that concep- 
tion of the things that make a city 
beautiful, cultutally and physically."

commerce commission. The carriers 
had been under orders to post the 
new rates on May 15. 
The court's action, announced 


after short deliberation of two days 
of'argument presented by the car- 
ridrs, the commission, traffic regu- 
lating bodies of fourteen states and 
others, was taken in connection 
with the attempt of the railroads 
to obtain an injunction against the 
reduced rates. 


Ten Days to Answer. 


The commission was granted ten 


days to reply to the rail companies' 
brief for the injunction, following 
which the carriers are to have five 
days to file their answer. 
The commission's order, increas- 


ing rates oh many coarse grains, 
but lowering them on wheat, was 
first ordered effective It-at October 
1. but its enforcement was delayed 
several times at the request of the 
railroads. 


Argument of Carriers. 


Their counsel contended ' e com- 
mission misinterpreted its powers 
and that it also disregarded the 
Supreme court's interpretation of 
the Hoch-Smith congressional reso- 
lution of 1925, by lowering A: the 
"lowest possible lawful" point, rates 
which the carriers contended al- 
ready were reasonable. 
Replying, the commission con- 


tended, among other things, th.it 
the ~new rates were reasonable and 
lawful, that it was the sole judge 
of their reasonableness, and that 
the proposed new charges were a 
"levelling-up 
process" by which 


some were advanced. It also held 
that corrections in transit practices 
would have the effect of saving tha 
carriers around 
$30,000,000 each 
year.

in oil and gas wells and nine in 
other mines and quarries, none 
working in the coal mines which 
give jobs to just 21 men, or did 
when the censustaker called in 1930. 


Only one woman, and not one 


man, reported that she is a cotton 
mill worker, and one reported her- 
self a silk mill worker, but there 
were three men silk mill workers. 
Probably they were among those 
out of work, unless there is a one 
woman cotton mill and a four work- 
er silk mill in Nebraska. 
Sixteen women reported working 


in blast furnaces and steel rolling 
mills, and 65 reported making their 
living in construction and mainten- 
ance of streets, roads, and sewers.

Low Storage Stocks 


Promising Factor, 


Says Anderson. 


A brighter outlook to the 


situation is foreseen by A. E. Ander- 
son, 
state and federal statistician. 


He bases his prediction on a sub- 
stantial 
decrease 
in commercial 


hatchery operations, 
low storage 


stocks and rapid disapearance of 
clocks of dressed coultry. 


Nebraska 
commercial hatchery 


operations during March were 163 
per cent below those of last year, 
according to the statistician. Oper- 
ations in the country as a whole 
v/erc 28 per cent below those of 
1330. 


The low production of chicks dur- 


ing March was a continuance of the 
reductions in operations which have 
taken oiace since the first of the 
>ear 
From January 1 to April 1. 


the egps set by commercial hatcher- 
ies shotted a deciease of 31 per cent 
as compared to the same period in 
1930. Saleable chicks hatched dur- 
ing the period were 34.6 per cent 
below those of last year. 
Chick Hatchings Large. 


Although farm hatchings of chicks 
are reported to be larger than 
usual, especially in the cornbelt 
states, and are expected partly to 
offset the large decrease in commer- 
cial hatchery production, Mr. An- 
derson reports an increase in the 
marketing of old hens from farms. 


The decrease in hatchery opera- 


tions in March was not quite as 
pronounced as for January and 
February. The difference, accord- 
ing to the statistician, was not suf- 
ficient to justify any expectation 
hat the total output for 1931 will 
anywhere near approach that of the 
1930 
season 


Many farmers who in recent 
years have been securing a part or 
all of their requirements from com- 
mercial hatcheries are now using 
artificial or natural incubation at 
home. It is not likely, Mr. Ander- 
son says, that the increase in farm 
hatchings will approach offsetting 
the decreases in commercial plants. 
The poultry market situation, he 


says, is quite encouraging as storage 
stocks are considerably below the 
5 \ear average and less than 60 per 
cent of last year's stocks. Storage 
stocks of dressed poultry are mov- 
ing out at a faster rate than that 
of the average of the past 5 years 
and also faster than that of last 
year.

Inquiry Into Needs for Repre- 


sentation in Interstate 


Matters. 


Urging a careful inquiry into the 


needs of the state railway commis- 
to permit Nebraska to be adequately 
represented in interstate matters 
and for accurate and expeditious de- 
termination of the intrastate mat- 
ters, members of the state railway 
commission Friday submitted their 
annual report to Governor Charles 
W. Bryan. 
Attention was specif ically called by 


the report to new duties placed upon 
it since its inception as a "railway 
commission" These, it pointed out, 
include jurisdiction over street rail- 
ways and busses, telephone com- 
panies, stocks and bonds of common 
carriers and public utilities, express 
companies, 
telegraph 
companies,' 


Pullman companies, tractor sales, 
electric transmission lines, ' consoli- 
dation of any competing public util- 
ities, semi-public rural electric dis- 
tricts, railroads, aircraft, irrigation 
companies, bridge appraisals, grain 
warehouses, pipelines, toll bridges, 
bus operations and taxicab com- 
panies. 
In addition, the report pointed 


out, the commission represents Ne- 
braska in rate matters of statewide 
importance before the interstate 
commerce commission, to protect 
Nebraska industries and citizens. At 
the close of the year, the commis- 
sion was represented in thirty-seven 
such cases. 
"All of the corporations with 


which the commission comes in 
contact,' 'the report advised the gov- 
ernor, "are well equipped with ex- 
pert employes. If Nebraska interests 
are going to be protected, it goes 
without saying that this commis- 
sion must have the services of ex- 
perts able to cope with each situa- 
tion and to compete with the ex- 
perts employed by the large corpor- 
ations." 
The report also urged that Hugh 
LaMaster, assistant attorney general 
who has handled legal work for the 
railway commission be assigned full 
time to the commission's work.

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THE GROWING REVOLT. 


What heralded the opening of a new era in tariff 


legislation, the action of the delegates of the Na- 
ticnal Chamber of Commerce in demanding a reduc- 
tion of duties contained in fhr Smoo'-Hawley law, 
is assuming greater proportions each day. 


Revolt is brewing. 
In Washington Thursday a dL'tintuishcd group 01 


r-oncmist3, lawcrs ?ncl e-litors perfected an or-ani- 
r-ticn to camn.-iisn for lover tariff du^ie?. It r, to 
he nonnartisan and is to bo known as the Council 
for Tariff Reduction. The significant feature of its 
charter membership is that the majority of ils fol- 
lowers have been more or less closely identified with 
the republican party and most of them .were stalwart 
supporters of Herbert Hoover. 


Some of those who launched the campaign against 


the present tariff law have consistently opposed the 


• fndency which developed in recent vears to attempt 
to pernetuatc prosperity by arbitrarily raising duties 
until they reached the highest levels in American 
history and practically cut this country off from 
trading with other nations. Most of them, however, 
are new converts, inspired to alter their views by 
the alarming drop in America's foreign trade, and 
the growing evidence of retaliatory action by other 
countries. 
Germany furnishes a solendid example 


of it. Over the last sixteen months, the German 
government has increased the duty on wheat until 
today it is 230 per cent above what it was in 1929, 
and amounts to 31-52 a bushel, or nearly twice the 
present world price of wheat. France, which has 
every reason for friendlinss's and gratitude toward 
the American people, has advanced her duty on 
wheat over 400 per cent in the last four years. In 
both instances, the duty is sufficient to effectually 
exclude wheat raised in the United States. 


Perhacs the final blow carne when Canada, with 


whom the United States has gotten along amicably 
and haptrily for more than a hundred years, demon- 
strated her dissatisfaction and resentment against 
the American tariff policy by announcing a program 
of retaliation. The loss of Canadian trade is the 
most serious blow which could be directed against 
industrial establishments 
in the United States. 


Canada is a great agricultural country but she has 
spent hundreds of millions for machinery, for tex- 
tiles, and for scores of the necessities of the homes. 
In turn we need her lumber and her paper—are very 
largely dependent upon it. 


It has been the realization that in order to figure 


seriously as a competitor for the world markets, the 
United States must be willing to adopt the ordinary- 
rules of commerce, which has brought i complete 
shift in sentiment. 


# * * 


The basis of trade is exchange. The only way in 


which other nations, with surpluses in many lines, 
can purchase what we have to sell is to send us the 
products produced in excess of their, own needs. If we 
will not buy. we cannot sell. Now that sanity has 
been restored, and the opportunity to 'examine some 
oNthe hysteria and economic absurdity of these last 
lew years, critically has arrived, we are filled with 
amazement that we should have been so foolish. 


So revolt is on against the old doctrine of the pro- 


tective tariff. It is widespread and it is sweeping to 
its ranks thousands of men who were formerly its 
warmest friends. The business man and the manu- 
facturer who formerly supported the tariff in season 
and out. who regularly cast his ballot with the re- 
publican party because it was the organization which 
promulgated the tariff, has lest his affection for it. 
His business has dwindled. His factory is operating 
on a part time basis, or is closed down. He has a 
huge investment in buildings and machinery, and 
he can't sec his way out of the morass if more and 
more, foreijn countries continue to construct trade 
barriers against the United States. Literally we have 
been caught upon our own sword, and unless heroic 
treatment is administered, we shall bleed to death. 


The new recruit to the ranks of the tariff oppo- 


sition again brings forward the old skeleton of the 
•wholesale scandals connected with tariff making. 
There Is nothing new in that. It has been known 
for years that the interested manufacturers wrote the 
schedules affectine their own products, foimed pow- 
erful and alert lobbies to nurse them through con- 
press, and then collected from the public. "We could 
not be shocked by that form of exploitation so long 
as business was good. "We bad no conscience when 
the wheels were humming: and it was impossible to 
turn out enough goods to supply the demand. Sud- 
denly we hare become squeamish. We are horrified 
by the fact that the tariff legislation comprises just 
about as sleczy a chapter as can be found in Amer- 
ican politics. And by all that Tis holy we arc about 
to redeem ourselves. 


grain products. Such work can mean the establish- 
ment of adequate facilities in regions not now 
protected. 


THE WAY TO SLPPKESS CRIME. 


Will the time ever come when the American peo- 


ple arc fed up on statistics? Some very wise men 
apparently think not, for now comes Chairman 
Wickersham of the president's law enforcement com- 
mission and urges the compiling and classification 
of still more figures. Everybody knows that there Is 
crime, and'plenty of it. and most of us will agree 
with Mr. Wickersham when he says that no thought- 
ful person who follows "the occurrences of our daily 
lives can fail to note the existence of a widespread 
lack of respect for law." 


It is difficult, however, to understand how the 


continued compilation of dry statistics is going to 
help a great deal. In speaking of the resumption of 
specie payment, John Sherman once said: 


"The way to resume is to resume." 
And by the same token, the way to suppress crime 


is to apprehend the malefactors and send them to 
prison or to the electric chair. 
Observation has 


proved that this can be in large measure accom- 
plished if men of intelligence and determination are 
chosen for enforcement purposes. 


A few months ago an era of lawlessness overspread 


Nebraska. Motorists were despoiled of their property 
and shot at on the highways and many banks were 
held up and robbed. All of the desperadoes engaged 
in these activities have been arrested and sent to 
the penitentiary with the exception of the Lincoln 
bank bandits and two of those who participated in the 
Hastings job and a few others. The chances are that 
all o& these will eventually -be landed. 


This good work was done in Nebraska because of 


the efficiency and determination of those charged 
with the enforcement of the laws. These officials 
were not helped a particle by statistics and theories, 
but were aided immeasurably by their knowledge of 
criminal and criminal me'hcds. They were posted 
on men who engage in enterprises of the sort men- 
tioned, knew their habits as well as their habitat. 
So they rounded them up. 


There can be no doubt that reform is needed in 


the criminal code. It should be made easier to con- 
vict men known by the officers to be guilty, but 
every time anything of this nature is attempted 
lawyers in the legislatures defeat the effort. Perhaps 
Mr. Wickersham and his commission can bring 
about something of this kind, and if they do suc- 
ceed they will deserve the everlasting gratitude of 
a suffering public. 


In the meantime our greatest dependence must 


be on having the right kind of enforcement officers. 


"IT" AND NERVES. 


Clara Bow, the titian-haired "It" girl of the movies, 


is reported to be in a sanatarium in Los Angeles, 
suffering from a" near nervous breakdown. Accord- 
ing to the news dispatches, Clara came near adding 
a dramatic touch to the Hollywood lot by taking her 
own .life. 


Perhaps an enterprising press agent is busy but 


it is a curious and contradictory picture' which the 
public has had in recent days. On many occasions 
she has been cast as a modern, hard-boiled flapper, 
impervious to criticism, plenty able to fight her own 
battles. 


Off the lot, however, it has been a different Clara. 


It seems that she has suffered greatly from the un- 
pleasant notoriety heaped upon her as a result of 
the legal battle with her former secretary. 
The- 


stories which were told had hurt and crushed her 
and instead of indifference and amusement she has 
appeared as a hurt, puzzled youngster. The public 
will like this new view of Miss Bow better than it 
has some others. 


DECAYED, KATE REDUCTIONS. 
Decision of three federal judges, sitting en bane, 


to grant a temporary order restraining the interstate 
commerce commission from enforcing application 
June 1, of reduced grain rates again delays the long- 
hoped for reductions in grain freight rates. It has 
been estimated that the proposed reductions would 
mean a two million dollar freight saving to Nebraska 
annually. 


The delays that have been interposed have been 


most unjustifiable on the part of the railroads. After 
holding up the rates while they sought a rehearing, 
they then secured two extended postponements of 
the order on the ground they could not prepare their 
new tariffs in time. Then after asking- and accept- 
ing these delays, they waited until nearly the expira- 
tion of the extended time allotted them before ap- 
pealing to the courts. 


If the railroads were sincere in their objections to 


the lowered rates and sincere in their attitude to the 
public, they should have appealed to the courts di- 
rectly upon denial of their request for a rehearing 
before the I. C. C. of the grain rates case. 


The temporary order granted by the federal court 


does not mean that middlewestern farmers will not 
secure their reductions. It does mean that the re- 
ductions will be delayed with the possibility that the 
courts may fail to sustain the commission. 
Success 


of the railroads in the first stage of the Jight assures 
further extended delay before the reduced rates can 
be put into effect, even if the courts sustain them. 


It is discouraging to the farmer with his other 


problems to have to wait the gradual progress of 
the matter through the courts. Fortunately, Nebraska 
through Hugh La Master, assistant attorney general, 
is well represented in fighting to secure the reduc- 
tions and is playing- a leading role in the fight on 
behalf of middlewestern farmers.

of the world mind and the greatest 
objective for world action. 


They will also insist that our iso- 
lation as a nation apart from the 
economic life of the world at large 
is a status impossible to achieve, 
and that the World court is es- 
sential for the implementation of 
the pact of Paris and kindred cove- 
nants. They/-will call off the com- 
mercial conflicts created by super- 
fluous or prohibitive tariffs 
and 
invite our debtor nations to a re- 
hearing on the matter of their ob- 
ligations 
incurred to the United 
States through the World war. 
Prior to October and November, 


1929. we heard much of our economic 
independence. Then worldwide busi- 
ness depression came, followed by 
the 1929 and 1930 stock market col- 
lapse" (which was merely a result 
of economic conditions and not the 
cause thereof), and some of us are 
now painfully aware of the unity of 
the world's economic fabric, and 
that you cannot seriously tear it in 
one part without injuring its other 
parts. Prior to the market's crash 
in 1929 we were fed large doses of 
economic doctrine about a "new 
era" 
having 
dawned and "new 


laws'' having emerged from "new 
conditions." Then came the deluge 
of world depression and the New 
Era prophets took to the woods, 
while their doctrines went up in 
smoke, which was the material of 
whcih they were originally com- 
posed. 


I think you concede that the poli- 


cies prescribed are not favored by a 
large body of our fellow citizens. 
Public opinion has to be informed 
upon them, and since they demand 
some sacrifice of what seem to ba 
national interests, the information 
cannot be given too plainly or toe 
often. 
John Dewey has truly said that 
what the world 
supremely needs 
just now is the new machinery, 
valuable as that is, but "a new 
spirit, a new consciousness" on the 


present phase of political action? If 
it is, I foresee a splendid future for 
this nation and for the world. On 
the other hand, should the United) 
States be content to play the game 
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rest as it chances, the outlook i-3 
not riotously encouraging.

QUESTION. 


Newark, N. J. 


Will you kindly tell me what 


psychoanalysis is, who 
discovered 


it, and if I can use it for my own 
mental difficulties? 


ANSWER. 


That rather awkward word psy- 


choanalysis signifies the process of 
examination of the conscious mind 
by means of what is called 
the 


"unconscious mind.'1 Dr. Freud, of 
Vienna, was the pioneer in 
this 


particular 
field. 
His system is 


analytical to the core, whereas that 
cf Jung-, one of his rivals, is indi- 
vidual psychology. But since both 
systems are closely related to the 
same basic theories, the distinction 
is negligible so far as you are con- 
cerned. 
T.he foundation of all psycho- 


analysis is the doctrine of the "un- 
conscious mind." It predicates that 
every human, being has this mind, 
and that it registers our experiences 
without our knowledge or consent. 
Of course, nobody can know such a 
mind, consequently to attribute be- 
havior to its operations can only be 
done indirectly. If you ask how such 
an elusive mind can be reached and 
its movements adjusted to the pa- 
tient's benefit, the answer of the 
psychoanalyst is that the mischiev- 
ous complexes of the unconscious 
mind are exploded by being ana- 
lyzed. Drag the propensity, tendency 
or way of thinking which disturbs 
the patient out of its isolation and 
the conscious mind at once detects 
its folly. Hence, according to this 
teaching, the diagnosis per se goes 
far to cure the disease itself. 


I believe the theory has consid- 


erable truth in it. But I am strong- 
ly convinced that its prctice should 
be confined to trained experts. It is 
no undertaking for amateurs, so dc- 
not try to analyze yourself. Disre- 
gard the assumption of many psy- 
choanalysts that the abnormal in 
you is simply an expansion of the 
nor!mal. On the contrary, it 
is 
antagonistic to the normal. 
Like- 


wise disregard Freud's emphasis on 
the sex factor. It has been exag-

bounds.

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Digest of 163 Laws Enacted by Last Legislature) Which Passed Fewer Bills Than Any Recent Session 


Out of 175 bills passed by the 


Nebraska legislature during the 
forty-seventh session, which ended 
May 2, there .were 12 vetoed by 
Governor Bryan which failed to 
become laws. One of the others, 
which the governor also vetoed. 
was repa&sed by the legislature on 
the last day of the session. It was 
S. P. 33, the license and maximum 
weight bill governing* commercial 
trucks and trailers. 
This leaves 163 new enactments 
as the net result of the legisla- 
ture's work—the smallest number 
recorded In any regular Nebraska 
lawmaking session in the past 20 
vears or longer. Two years ago 224 
bills were passed, of which Gov- 
ernor Weaver vetoed 24. 
Besides disapproving 13 bills in 
their entirety, Governor Bryan cut 
out of the general claims and de- 
ficiencies bill five items aggregat- 
ing $99,847.69, or about 60 per cent 
of the whole amount carried by 
the bill. 
No Money for State Government. 
For the first time in the history 


of Nebraska, the legislature ad- 
journed without having passed an 
appropriation bill for the running 
expenses of the state government, 
the conduct and maintenance of 
state institutions and activities, or 
the continuance of state highway 
construction 
and 
other govern- 


mental projects. 
On that account it is to be called 
back to Lincoln by Governor Bryan 
for a special session starting the 
la-st week in May or early In June. 
The special session will be limited 
to matters which the governor may 
include in his call. 
There were 111 house bills and 


64 senate bills passed. The gov- 
ernor vetoed 6 senate bills, includ- 
ing one repassed over his veto, and 
7 house bills He allowed 1 senate 
bill and 5 house' bills to become 
laws without his signature.

A noticeable decrease in the pre 


valence of a number of quarantin- 
able diseases in Nebraska may be 
attributed ot the prompt action of 
local boards of health, Dr. P. H. 
Bartholomew, state health direc- 
tor, sa'd today in."his April report 
on health conditions in the state. 
The decrease, he said, was partic- 


ularly shown in the 
number of 
diphtheria, bcarlet fe\er and small- 
pox cases 
To combat any increase in the 


presence of infantile paralysis and 
meningitis, Dr Bartholomew urged 
clo&e observation and isolation of 
positive cases. Children of about

To these who have tried and have 


failed, and to those who have not 
yet had the courage or the desire 
to try at all, I recommend the fol- 
lowing directions for a mayonnaise 
dressing that is both reliable and 
delicious: 


Mayonnaise Dressing. 


In a basin put the yolks of two 


raw eggs and season them with salt, 
a little cajenne pepper, a pinch of 
English mustard and a dash of Wor- 
cestershire sauce. 
Gradually pour 


tner the yolks two scant tablespoons 
of vinegar, whisking the mixture 
bnskly all the while. 
When the 


vinegar is absorbed, add a cup of 
olive oil, letting the oil trickle down 
in a thread, constantly stirring the 
sauce meanwhile Finish by adding 
one tableespoonful of lemon juice 
and one of boiling water. Mayon- 
naise should be served very cold. 


There is, however a very delicious 


hot sauce which is used primarily

for cold slaw and potato salad, but 
which is equally good for any salad 
except those of the chilled variety. 
The recipe is as follows. 


Hot Sauce for Salad. 


Put into a sauce pan uiree table- 


spoonfuls of vinegar, three egg yolks 
a pinch of salt, pepper, sugar and 
English mustard. Mix well and add 
a half pint of heavy cceam. Beat all 
together briskly, then cook in a 
double boiler until it 
thickens, 


whisking all the while it is cooking. 
Add mere seasoning if desired. 


Many cooks specify a mayonnaise 


dressing for lobster salad, and I. too 
sometimes use it. But for one par- 
ticularly fine recipe, called Lobster 
Salad Lattard, a modified dressing 
is required. 


At the Plaza only fresh lobster are 


used in the preparation cf a recipe, 
but I realize that m the home it is 
not alfays feasible to get the live 
lobster. In such cases a good brand 
of canned lobster meat will suffice 
The directions for making both the 
salad and sauce are as given: 


Xobstcr Salad I^ttard. 


Cook three medium sized lobsters 


remove the meat from the shell and 
cut it into dice. (Or use the eqiiiv- 
alent in canned lobster.) Put in a 
bowl and add to the meat a bunct 
of water cress, coarsely 
choppec 


without the stems; also a tablespoon 
of chopped chives and beets, a tab- 
lespoon of capers and four hard- 
boiled eggs, cut up. To this add a 
dressing composed of a cup of chil 
sauce and a half cup of mayon- 
naise. Season with celery salt, pap- 
rika and Tarragon vinegar

Cauliflower, French. Fried. 


Prepare a cauliflower, and cook i 


very slightly in salted, water. Drain; 
separate into medium-sized flowrets, 
dip each into beaten egg and then 
roll in very fine cracker dust or 
crumbs. Pry in deep hot fat 'as you 
would French fried potatoes.

Metcalfe Favors Calling^ 


Leaders Together 


Before Session. 


Proposal for a conference of the 


governor, the chairmen of the 
bouse and senate committees on 
finances and public institutions, re- 
publican and democratic floor lead- 
ers of IJoth house and senate, the 
speaker of the house, and the pres- 
ident pro tern of the senate to at- 
tempt to formulate a definite ap- 
propriation program was outlined 
by Lieutenant Governor Theodore 
W. Metcalfe in a letter to Governor
